The action of the Chamber of Com- 
merce has been prompt, as wo anticipated 
it would be when buniuesa men wore ap- 
pealed to. Like business men they only 
regarded tho facta of the case, which 
could not be misunderstood on the sub- 
ject of Froo Port, and their decision al« 
most unanimous was tho immediate ro> 
suit. The coticlueioii at which the meet- 
ing arrived was generally anticipated by 
the public; but the snbsecinent arrange- 
meats to be followed were entirely depen- 
dent on the good sense of tho gentlemen 
forming the mooting. The address e - 
bodying their views will be duly approved 
at a future moetiug and presented to His 
Excelloncy Governor Mungrave. Wo 
predict (or it that attention that will se- 
cure to tho petitioners tho object prayed 
for. The stops taken by Governor Mas- 
grave can only be surmised ; but wo pre- 
sume ho will most likoly dispatch the 
address to the Homo Government with a 
strong recommendation iu its behalf, as ho 
will at once perceive tho necessity for a 
change and the strong current of publio 
feeling in its favour. It will thus be 
presented at London and Ottawa with 
backing sufficiently strong t surtnin it 
against any pressure brought upon it by 
the Protectionists, or those whoso interest 
it may be to opposo it. The progress of 
the petition titter leaving tho hauds of our 
merchants, may appear likoly to in- 
volve a long period of time , 
but thero cau bo very little doubt 
that the mission of Governor Mus- 
gravo has Confederation as its prin- 
cipal motive ; and as all parties to tho 
Union are ready to execute the necessa- 
ry documeuts, and as each aro anxious to 
bring the affair to a conclusion, thote 
can be no fear of any obstacle such as 
the creation of a Free Port here being 
allowed to interfere with so important a 
consummation; particularly as its exist- 
ence can in no way iuilict au injustice 
upon tho Eastern Provinces, which are 
under the regulations of the present 
Tariff. There can bo no doubt that 
this Island being throughout free to en- 
try, would rapidly chango tho features ol 
affairs, Tbis city would always bo the 
metropolis and the depot ; but a dozen 
smaller ports where th i various descrip- 
tions of merchandise could be obtained 
would spring up in various portions of 
the Island, and give rise to a profitable 
and increasing trade with tho increasing 
population of tho Sound.which would soon 
afford every one occupation. The entire 
coast would quickly be enlivened by the 
sails of large and small vessels seeking 
cargoes or supplies ; and steamers would 
not confine their trips to the eastern side 
of the Island. Our minos and whale 
fisheries would receive new life ar,d be- 
come really what they ought to be, a 
substantial and expanding source of 
wealth. Shipbuilders' yards and iron 
foundries would rapidly multiply. Our 
farmers would lose tho preBent protection 
against imported produce, hut they would 
havo u poplatiou at their doors to bay 
their products, and thus si ill possess a 
great advantago over all outside compe- 
tition. Freed from taxation, except 
trifl ng imposts of a locul oharactcr, then- 
position would bo far superior to our 
neighbours over the Sound; and with a 
liberal annual subsidy gramod by the 
Federal Government, and a liberal land 
Bystem, our internal improvement would 
bo rapid, and our prosperity as a mein* 
bor of tho Confederacy assured. 

The movement in Canada towards 
securing tho independence oi tho Col- 
onies is significant of a still trroater 
change Tho London Times, over 
foremost in following the dovious course 
of popular sentiment, in tho article wo 
givo this morning rc-oohoos tho key- 
note struck by tho Prcmiur in tho 
Huuso of Commons on tho night ot 
the 1st ot Juno. Tho colonies may 
havo their independence ii they desire 
it. Groot Brituin will not raise a hand 
to stay tho movemont. On tho con- 
trary, she will usaiHt it, tho Under- 
Secretary for the Colonios hints, by 
"compelling each Colony to hour tho 
expense of protecting it." Tho policy 
of tho Gladstone Ministry is to part, 
certainly with tho North Amoricm 
Colonies, and, porhaps, with all other of 
tho Colonios, save India, tho only 
ono it pays to hold. Consolidate 
the ompiro from ocoan to ocoan , 
and thon follows independence. And 
after iudopondonoo tho Confederation 
will as suroly obey tho natural law 
of gravitation unci full into tho out 
Btrctched arms of the United Slates, 
as did tho apple that foil upon and 
bruiiiod tho philosopher's head. An- 
nexation may be ten or twonty years 
deloyed; bat were we an annexation- 
ist (which wo aro not) wo should ad- 
vocate Confederation and Independence 
aB tho shortest cut to the accomplish., 
tuont of our aim. 



The Keren! Debate in tbe House oi Com- 
mous — Great Britain not Averse to 
the Iudpeuiieuce of the Colonies. 

[From the London Times, Juno the 2ai.] 

Tho Hmi9o ol Commons is tho elephant ol 
political life, which can aa eustly rend an oak 
tho growth of a thousand years as it can pi ck 
up a pin. If this tliouyht occurs to as in re- 
viewing i he discussion which occurred last 
night on ilie arrangement between tho Uud- 
Bon'i Bay Company and the Dominion of Can- 
ada, we trust the new Dominion will pardon 
the comparison. To fchem, and to tham alouu 
is an apology due. * *- * # Tbe Hud- 
son's Buy Company havo been wi^e. Sir 
rftuffbrd Northcote was their advocate last 
ni^ht, as, indeed, he is their Chuirman, anil 
we may assume that, all that could bo said 
on behall ol tho incorporation w:m advanced 
by birn, What was ilic sqiii of il ? He al- 
leged, in the first place, fthut a considerable: 
portion ol the land included in the charter of I 
tho Company was uutii lor perm moot setl le- 
mon t. Wo may a.lmit as much as iLh 
and s'ill hold that tho delence is imperfect. 
Suppose a company to receive a jirnnt of ter- 
ritory comprised within certain limits, such 
that one half of the hind nominally commit- 
ted to its control was lake or deeert or bop, 
or anything elsa, Dlteily incapable of proliia- 
ble settlement ; would ihe limitation in this 
descrip'ion of it in anyway exonerate the 
compuuy Irom Ihe charge o( failure in colo- 
nizing the remainder '! The smallest conaid- 
eraliou shows that this defence, so far us it 
coes. is valueless. Sir Stafford Norlhuole ex- 
pressed last nighl what bad been previous y 
declared in thai mod emphatic way by the 
vole ol the Company — tlio entire ealisfaoliou 
ot the Association with tho compromise ro- 
eommended by tbe arbitrator; mid there is 
a i reas m 10 suppose that ihe Government ot 
ihe D minion ot Canada have any serious d - 
sign ot contostin" an adjudication which set- 
lies, once Inr all, .i que-tion wbicb lias been 
a souroo of embarraneinenl for years, which, 
in the rapid history of the colony, may hu 
counted as generations. 

We fear we cannot rise to tho height of 
the anticipations some men form of the fu- 
ture ot thu land hitherto known as tho Hr.d- 
son'n Hay Territory. Lord Bury predicted 
great Dimes lasi night, with respect to 
which Mr. EUico more calmly remarked that 
he wished even a part ol his noble friend's 
high expectations ol tbe luture progrcei ol 
ihe country might be fulfilled. Mr. Adderley, 
wish a naivete ttiat was wonderfully charm- 
ing, declared it had oft-o struck him that 
•'even iu private schools" every geography 
was taught but that uf our coloi ies ; but If 
wo look at the map we may see some rea-oo 
io abate Lord Bury's enthusiasm. Climuie is, 
in truth, too grout a fuel io be overcome by 
prophecy. Minnesota iisolf, the next adjaceeni 
terr.t'.ry on the side of the S ates, which 
was to have been ihe meat wonderful ii - 
stance oi the colonization of the Western 
Republic, has lagged behind, und lail<)d Io 
real zo the hopes so sanguioely entertained 
ol it a dozer, years since. Sir Charles Wan - 
worth Diike dejluied lust o ; gbt that tbe na- 
tural advantages of a south rn route acrnns 
the continent were loo groat to bo overcome 
by Canadian rivalry, and Ibore is no pros- 
pect ol artificial uids to be atlorded to couu» 
terbalaoco tbem. Uut wbile we altogether 
refuse Io subscribe to tbe exaggerated estim- 
ates which have been put forlh of ihe oana- 
b lities ol this Far Weit, we Jo not dei-i-e 
to underrate Ls importance. When Sir 
Harry Verney quoted, last night, the opinion 
that there is fertile land ecoogb in the terri- 
tory to maintain a populition equal to thai 
of England and Wales, be certainly did no 
more than antedate the luture. In ibo course 
of the ci Ionization of the North- West, un- 
der condi'ions vliich do not now obliiin. bul 
which certainly will be attained, a territorial 
democracy boasiing ihe Biitish connexion 
mav spread Irom Lake Superior 10 Ihe Rocky 
.Mountains. The Indiana exciting Mr. fow- 
ler's sympathies, stated by him to be very 
numerous— rhut is lo suy, 55,000— muy per- 
haps by that time nave dwindled iuto siiil 
more magnificent proportions; but if thou 
sundsot Indians be replaced by millions of 
European desconi, we might not t. quarrtl 
wnh the action ol a universal law the effect 
of which is lo people the world with a vaster 
array of more civilized and highly-developed 
lit.. 

It is impossible lo consider tho develop- 
ment ol ihe West of Canada without retei- 
enee to the immediate interests of tbe Hoiiih 
Government, bnd lhoni$b Sir Harry Vorney 
does not seem to have desired to call atten- 
tion to this side of the subject, Mr. Sinrliir 
AytOUD did no more than his duty, aa a mem- 
ber of the House id Commons, in ins sling 
upon it. The width of Mr. Arthur Kinnairo's 
sympathies did not permit bim lo attend 
very cl. sely- io thu English taxpayer, but il 
ihe col mzation ol the Hudeoo'e Bay Ten- 
tory reully involved any greater burden on 
Ihe inhabitants ol tie United Kingdom, wo 
might be content to sufler the Company and 
die Canndiun Govern men t to sat lie I heir diifi- 
culues among themstlves. Mr. Monsell's 
statement ought, Lotfever, to dirsipaie any 
hlaroisjon ihat bead. Whatever guarantee is 
implied in the arrangement between Canada 
,1,1^1 the Company is a guarantee looking, us 
Mr. (Hailstone expreued ir, towards the inde- 
vendence of the Colony. The policy ol Her Ma- 
jesty's Governmeot is strictly in accordance 
wiih Ihe matured judgment of every one of 
Her Majesty's BUDjaols in desiring lo stimu- 
late rather than to retard the independence 
ol our great dependencies. They havo now 
all tho freedom nl independence, nud recent 
events have shown them Ihat Ibey havu 
more than the responsibilities ol Bell-govern- 
ment lor they may be called upon to bear 
tbe consequences of nets over which they 
have no ouutrul, Under these oirou mstiinces 
wo may fairly iruat to the Colonies them- 
selves lo learn the Icbsods which have bean 
accepted by the Mother Country, It is for 
Hi* gnod of the world ihat adolescence 
should lead to independence, and wa can 
conceive no nobler ambition for those who 
have the direction of the policy in the groat 
Eciiloments of English. speaking people than 
to lay iho foandations ol a Bepurittc oxislenco 
and a separate history iu the communities 
they govein.

VVe 
lor^et, now, all the reasons adduced whj we 
should uovor grow our own fruit, bat cold 
nigtite, lata frosto and dry suniuiera were 
among ilia oomlinatioo. It has, however, 
boeu demonstrated to a certainty that Iruil 
will grow heru in abundance ; hut it cun be 
made uud has become a anurci' of groat 
profit to its growers. Strawberries, raspber- 
ries, currurila, cborries, applns, pears aud 
plums grow here as luxuriaody as iD any 
part of California, aud ii they come laterinto 
the market than the some varieties in the 
Golden State, they possess tho uilvaotago of 
being much liner flavored. The other day 
wo visited the garden and orchard of Oapt, 
Prilchard, and were surprised to find his 
two and three year-old trees bending be- 
neath tho weight of luscious fruit. Partic- 
ularly was this the case with a cherry tree of 
the variety kaown uh tho Royal Duke. Its 
braochca wero propped up to keop them Irom 
breaking short (ill'! Apples, pears and plums 
ore comii^ on finely in tl.e samo gardens. 
Delicate little irees, scarce two years injtbe 
ground, bend beneutli Ibe wrijhl of fruit tbat 
clustora thickly in their branches. The yield 
is truly wotaderlul It excels anything ever 
seen in Eastern Provinces, and is not behind 
the most famoii3 orchards of California or 
Oregon. And, wo are told, Oapt. Pritohard'a 
orchard is a fair example of other orchards 
where equal pains have been bestowed upon 
the culture.

From 
the mass ol contradictory evidence brought 
out on the trial, it required a very nico dis- 
crimination on the part of Judge and Jury to 
elicit Euflicient ol a reliable charaoler to 
warrant the conviction of tho two savages 
who are now awaiting sentence of death. For 
instance : a portrait coniaioed in a brooch 
was handed tu one of the witneescs, who 
iJeniified the brooch as belongiog to und the 
portrait as fiat of the Captain's wile, bar- 
barously murdered by one ot the prisoners.

He came lo California in 1849, and 
ran as pilot on the steamer Comanche, tho 
first boat to afceud lite Sacramento rivor 
from San Francisco to the town of Marye- 
ville, for J. J. Soutugute, b>q., now of this 
city. He subsequently piloted other steam- 
ers running on the same river, uuiil 1858, 
when he came to Victoria and has remained 
bere ever gsioce. He was known as a oornpe» 
tent, carelul pilote, und was thoroughly con- 
versant with the most intricate passages aud 
channels in thuso waters. Captaiu Titcomb'x 
many friends throughout the Colony will be 
sincerely sorry to learn of his sudden demiso, 
Tho deceased was a member ol tho Victorin 
Lodge 1.

The Wreck oi the John Bright. 

(From thu I'ort Townscnd Mossngo, Jon« 30 ) 

* * * -!■ 'j'ho bark, it appears, got 
ashoro on u, reef of rooks ncur the llesh- 
quiot village just south of Nooiku. 
There wero somo eighteen persons, ull 
told — including tho Cuptuin'a wife, 
child, iintl nurso. Unly lour of the 
number worn drowned, tho rest wero 
Killed by tho natives. 

Mr. J. (J. Swau, who litis rocoutly ro-> 
turned from a visit to Ncnh Bay, i a — 
tonus us that ho sdwu Ulyoquot Indian 
ai Neuh uamid Flunk — the son td 
t'l'ilokaiiiin, chief of tho Clyoquets. 
Frank i.-, well known in Victoria, and 
win tho Indian who was pilot on tbo 
Devastution liigitto which somo four or 
live yours since punished tbo Arhosclt 
Indians at Barclay iSound for tho mur- 
der ot s;uno white men. Frank wont 
10 Noah Day for lour ho unijrht, be culled 
upon to act aa pilot to the mau-jf» war cent to 
arrest iho munlerers. He staled to Mr.Swun 
thai t r ie motuiug the vessi 1 struck, a youug 
Indian, who Was Frank B informant, went tu 
ihe beach tu look out, uud discovered the 
wreck. He sm Captain Vaughn aud hiB 
wile standing on tbo bead-, but saw no 
others, A'is. Vuugbn hud been scratched er 
cut on the lorohead while getting ashore, and 
the blood w-us running down her faco I ho 
ludiall ran buck to i tie village and gave Ibe 
uiann, when u Council was held, and it was 
proposed iu knl the two uud secure the pro- 
periy from the wreck. Some were lor tav- 
mg their lives, but ihey were overruled. 

One Indian wbo had quite a b-jard wai ths 
rno-t active, He o.iitl : "Wo twive saved 
lives noil property on thu promiso of being 
paiJ in Victoift, but we buve been duceiv- 
ed. Now tiere are but two persons, the mt 
■ne til drowned. II we kill th«»e two, 
wo can say all wero drowned, and then we 
cen divide the properly.'' This beurded ln- 
.liau und another run to the beach, shot Capt. 
Vaughn witii u pistol, and stubbed his wife, 
mid cut oil both ol tbtir beuds. Then n 
wus found that the rest ol the crew had been 
coi.cealed iu tho forest aud it was concluded 
oe.-t lo kill tho whole, which wus according- 
ly done. 

The Indians had supposed tho vefsel 
bound in with a cargo of loreigu goods, bul 
when I bey lound she was loaded with lumber 
11. ey were disgua.cd. iu- < i«mninnl In- 
dians navo been tried and convicted, uud will 
be ex cu'ed. 

The Hesbquiet ludiaos live noit'i of the 
Clyoquol. A least had been giveu by nouie 
L ly i ijuet Chiefs, and some of ihe Hesbquiet 
Inoiuus invited. At tirst, they aisuied the 
Clyiquols that tho crew ol the John Briglil 
Wore all drowned. But the young lodlun 
wbo lirst discovered the wreck, and who win 
present at t:ie Clyequot leust, tolJ Frauk uu- 
dt r a pledge of secresy. 

Frank told his fa.htr, who advi-ed hitn to 
go io Menu Buy ; lor ho felt curtain that the 
HeshquiL-ts would be punislied, and did uol 
wuut Fiauk to act aa pilot, as be did not 
want tbo iwo tribes — the Clyoquots uud 
lk'»l.i|U els to hnvo iiiUicmty tugetber.

The Pres- 
ident read a circular issued lioui Chica- 
go, ir cloHitio; the resolutions of tho 
Control Commit' oo ol the vuriotiB Irish 
societies of that city, to which was wi» 
trusted tho consideration of the propos 
cd National Iiisb Emigration Conven- 
tion. The icsolutious refer to the di- 
versity of opinion in reloronoo to tbo 
selection of Chicago as tho jilaco for 
holding tho convention for tho promo- 
tion of Irish emigrant sooioties, and as 
all should have tho success of this im- 
por ant movement at heart, the Chicago 
Central Committee) resolve that each 
State and Territory bo requested to 
select two persona as ranirihers of a 
Oeiiiral committee, who shall moot iu 
C ncinnnli, at tho Burnett House, al 
1 .! M. on the second day of Juno, lor 
the purpose of appointing tbo time and 
piacu for holding tho said Convention, 
apportion the representation and ar- 
range the preliminaries of ihesame. 
Having given tho contents of tho circu- 
lar, tho President stated that the sub- 
ject was open lor discussion and the 
election ol delegates to Cincinnati.

Carlyle ou a 'Tulure State." 

A Glasgow paper gives to the publio 
an interesting letter, (never before 
published,) written many years ago by 
Thomas Carlyle in reply to an inquiry 
put beforo him by a young lady who 
hud given hor mind much to the moral 
problems iuvolvcd in tho question of a 
future sta' e : 

''The Guanue, Alebbford, 

Sept. 27, 1848. 
"My Dear Madam— Tho question 
that perplexes you is oue that no man 
can apBwor. You may cohboIo your- 
self by reflecting that it is by its nature 
insoluble to human creatures — thut 
what human creatures mainly have to 
do with .--uoh a question is to get it 
well put lo rest, suppressed if not an- 
swered, thuu so their life and its duties 
may bo at tended lo without impedi- 
ment from it. Such questions in this 
our earthly existence are many. 
'There H'O two things,' i-iiys the 
German philosopher, 4 that strike 
mo dumb — tho starry lirmamint 
(palpably infinite,) and the sense of 
right and wrong m man.' Whoever fol- 
lows out that 'dumb' thought will come 
upon tho origin of our conceptions of 
heaven and hell — of an infinitude of me- 
rited woe — und have m.ich to reflect up- 
on under an tispect considerably changed. 
Consequences (rood and evil, blessed and 
accursed, it is very clear, do follow from 
till our actions here below, und prolong, 
and propagate, uud spread thi mucl ven 
iuto the infinite, or beyond our calcula- 
tion and conception ; hut whether the 
notion ot reward uud penalty be not, on 
the whole, rather a human oue, trans- 
ferred to that immense divine fact, has 
been doubtful lo muny. Add this cou- 
sideiatiOD, which tho beet philosophy 
teaches us, that the very consequences 
(not to speak of the penalties at ail_) of 
evil actions iliu away and become abol- 
ished long before eternity ends ; that it 
is only the consequences ol good uc'. ions 
that arc cternal-fiT these tire in harmony 
wiib the Iuwh of Ihis universe, and add them- 
selves to it, nn d co-operaie will) it forever ; 
while all that is in disharmony with it uiu.-t 
necessarily be without continuance and soon 
fall dead— as perhaps you have lizard iu t ie 
sound of a .Seoilnh p-ahn u moil g ihd m )uut 
tains, the true not: 3 of which support one 
another, and Ihe p.-alui which wus discordant 
enough near at band, is a porlect melody 
wheu heard from afar. On the whole, I 
must account it but a weak, morbid imagina- 
tion that shudders over this wondrou' divine 
universe aa it place ol despair to any human 
creature ; aud contrariwise, a most degraded 
human sense, suuk down to tho region of the 
biutal (however common it may be) that iu 
any case remains blind to Ihe infinite diflei- 
euce tbero ever is between right and wiong 
for a human creature — or Gou's luws uud ihe 
devil's law.
